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CB craze grows like mad Legislature adjourns 
with little end in sight

(This is the first of a three-part 
series). 
A wireless virus has spread through 
Lompoc with the infectious abilities of 
tuberculosis. But the malady isn’t TB — 
it’s CB. 
Lompoc has been hit with the wake of a 
citizen’s band radio explosion that was 
detonated over two years ago by the fuel 
shortage and trucker’s strike. Local 
buffs estimate the CB wave hit the Lom­ 
poc Valley around December of last year 
and since then. CB insanity has reigned. 
According to one Lompoc CB dealer, this 
may be only the beginning of an 
epidemic. 
“ Eventually.” said Tom Hush, owner 
of the Lompoc Paging Service, “ there 
will be a radio in one out of every three 
cars on the road.” Many of the area ad­ 
dicts said already it is easier to count the 
cars on the highways without CB anten­ 
nas than to count the “ four wheelers” 
with the long, narrow wavering aerials. 
“ If you don’t have a radio right now. in 
five years you w ill,” boldly claimed 
Tommy Yager, one of the acknowledged 
area veterans of CB communications, 
“ and you will probably own one within 
three years.” 
On the national level, it is estimated 
that there are more than 7 million sets 
now in use. The Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission is sorting through 
500.000 license applications a month 
compared to 30.000 a month a few years 
ago. 
The ease with which a license can be 
obtained is also fueling the CB bonanza. 
There are no tests or questionnaires and 
the price of licenses— good for five years 
— has dropped from $20 less than 5 years 
ago to $4 Without a license an operator 
can be subject to a $10 000 fine, a year in 
jail or both. 
Rush said his shop still sells between 
25 and 30 “ major brand radios” a month. 
Although sales of sets have tapered off at 
his shop, he said the CB craze is still in 
its early stages. 
“ I have noticed it (sales) trailing off 
lately because of all the Johnny-Come- 
Latelv $19.9ft specials.” said Rush who 
has been in the CB business for over 
three years. “ But it has helped us in 
other areas like antennas, filters, sup­ 
pressors and other accessories 
“ People go down to a gas station and 
buy one of those $19 95 specials and put it 
in their car and they discover that it 
can't be heard over the ignition noise of 
their car Then they come to us and buy 
the accessories that are usually included 
in the major brand sets we sell.’ 
Rush said a good radio can be 
purchased for anywhere from $115 to as 
high as $800 or $900 with the “ average 
price for a good set about $160 
He ad­ 
ded that occasionally he has trouble 
meeting demand, especially with the bet­ 
ter radios which are “ always harder to 
, „ 
“ It runs in supply and demand cycles. 
Rush explained, “ and they always seem 
to run opposite each other. It seems in­ 
variably whenever supply is low. de­ 
mand is high and when demand is low. 
supply is high — there is no in between. " 
The Federal Communications Com­ 
mission established 23 channels for 
citizen's band radio about 18 years ago to 
permit low-cost, low-power, short-range 
transmissions of brief personal or 
business messages. 
Since its rebirth. CB madness has 
become a time-consuming affliction 
which plays no favorites. It captures 
young and old. rich or poor, men and 
women with equal ferocity. The common

barriers of religion, race or social strata 
and once contacted, it is virtually in­ 
curable 


“ Once you get involved.” said one 
local CBer. “ there is no turning back 


“ Well we got a base.” said “ Snow­ 
bird.” the handle of an admittedly 
talkative area CB personality, “ and 
things went from bad to worse and now 
we have three radios Wherever 1 go 
now. I ’m always on the radio ” 
“ Once you get it (the CB bug) you’re 
hooked.” said “ Kamikaze Cowboy,” a 
Lompoc teen-ager who contributes his 
fair share of CB chatter daily. “ You can 
talk to everyone and you don’t feel in­ 
hibited Whenever I get into the car — 
which is most of the day — I ’m on the 
radio ” 
The dominant local vocals, those that 
are seemingly only interrupted by com­ 
mercials. are recognized with a “ Mouth 
of the Valley” award given by the area 
Valley of the Flowers CB club “ Snow­ 
bird” has gained this distinction and 
“ Kamikaze Cowboy” — because he is 
under 21 — won the “ Junior Mouth of the 
Valley” title 
But. like any hobby, the old vets said 
the initial interest fades. 
“ After you have had it awhile." said 
“ Mr Clean." a local city employe who 
has been on the public air waves for over 


five years, “ the newness wears off and 
you do more listening than talking." 
“ At first they are very interested.” said 
“ Pole Climber.” another city employe, 
“ and they will be on the radio all the 
time. But there is always a new one to 
take over to wear the air waves out " 
Everyday chit-chat has been the most 
common use of the CB waves, but until 
recently, it was illegal to “ shoot the 
breeze” over the family CB Area buffs 
said the FCC has relaxed the regulations 
and that it is legal to carry on “ hobby 
talk” over the air waves 
The local call channel is 21 — 
translated as “ two-one" by local CB disc 
jockeys — and there is scarcely a silent 
moment on the frequency from the 
dawning hours until many times, well 
after midnight 
The constant chatter is a mutual friend 
of all the estimated 2.000 CB operators in 
the valley It is a rambling buddy that 
alwavs has something to say and even 
can carrv on an occasional intelligent 
conversation 
For many lonesome housewives, 
shackled to their homes by infants, it has 
replaced the seemingly irreplaceable 
television and is threatening the firm 
grip soap operas have on daytime 
leisure. 
When asked if the CB was uprooting 
tv’s dominance, one housewife replied, 
“ You don’t see it on do you?"

Heated opposition to 
fire dept, cuts told

A new degree of heat was injected into 
the long drawn out struggle between the 
county administration and union firemen 
Tuesday, when Acting Fire Chief Robert 
Halliburton expressed strong opposition 
to contemplated fire department budget 
slashes and reorganization moves at a 
“ work session” conducted by the Board 
of Supervisors. 


— Chief Halliburton contended the 
proposal to jump the firemen’s hours 
from 56 to 66 hours a week could bring 
“ horrendous problems.” The resulting 
two-platoon system at the stations, in 
lieu of tree men, he felt, would not only 
endanger firemen, but also bring an un­ 
acceptable level of service to the public. 


Joining in opposition to suggestions for 
curtailments which it is feared could 
lead to serious service level cuts, were 
citizen groups from both South Coast and 
North County areas. The administration 
of University of California, Santa Bar­ 
bara. also expressed a high degree of 
concern at the possibility of closure of 
the countv fire station on the UCSB 


The chief also strongly objected to 
proposals for elimination of specialist 
positions as recommended, modifica­ 
tions of holiday pay, fire prevention in­ 
spections by station personnel, and other 
proposals in the name of “ increased 
productivity.” He also stressed the need 
for “ fully paid personnel” rather than 
more reliance, as suggested, on 
volunteer help.

patibility. 
Other developments Tuesday: 


— Vandenberg Village Assn. president 
John Sherman castigated county ad­ 
ministration efforts to cut the fire 
department budget, saying fire services 
were the principal services given that 
area by the county. “ We didn’t ask for 
this type of economy.” he stressed, 
pointing out high fire protection was 
vital in the community due to ever pre­ 
sent threat of brush fires sweeping into 
the village on the strength of prevailing 
winds 


The Vandenberg V illage Assn. 
spokesman called the board’s attention 
to a potentially disastrous brush fire a 
year ago at Vandenberg He said because 
only a two-man team was fighting the 
fire initially, water was somehow turned 
off and the men had to flee for their 
lives, losing several hundred feet of hose 
to the flames. 
Volunteers would not be a substantial 
aid in county firefighting, Sherman felt 
He said if fire personnel went on fire in­ 
spections as recommended, one station 
would be stripped over a period of days 
inspecting one plant such as Johns- 
Manville near Lompoc, with resultant 
loss of protection for other areas in case 
of emergency. 
Where the county is proposing to save 
several thousand dollars in dispensing 
with specialists operating bulldozers and 
such. Sherman said, “ it would quite easi­ 
ly lose a $75.000 bulldozer” from inex­ 
perienced hands 
Legal action could be 
directed against the county in event of a 
disaster where it was shown county fire 
protection was at a low ebb. he felt. 
Vandenberg V illag e, contended 
Sherman, “ isn’t getting sufficient fire 
protection now” in relation to tax money 
spent for it.

Schuyler cherry

Cherries and kids go together 
so perfectly that Lompoc’s once 
fam ed 
S ch u y le r C h erry 
Orchard had to be bulldozed 
over. 
The Schuylers are being 
honored this year as a hundred 
year family in Lompoc by the 
Pioneer Society, which holds its 
50th annual reunion th is 
weekend. When oldtimers think 
of the S c h u y le r s , th ey 
remember the cherry orchard 
that has been replaced by so 
many homes and streets. 
The Schuyler’s orchard was 
not a common one. It was 
planted with the help of the 
north 
sta r, 
experim ental 
biologist and plant breeder 
Luther Burbank and state 
governor and railroad builder 
Leland Stanford 
People from all over Califor­ 
nia would drive to Lompoc dur­ 
ing the early summer to load up 
on “ the best damned Bing 
cherries you ever tasted.” On 
one Sunday as many as 500 
cars were known to have stop­ 
ped at the orchard. 
Cherry lovers could buy the 
sweet pulpy fruit in lug boxes or 
they could pick their own. Much 
of the crop was shipped to Los 
Angeles. 
Emmett Schuyler of 1209 
Barton Ave. said last week that 
his 
great-grandfather W.H. 
Schuyler. Burbank and Stanford 
collaborated to grow the best 
cherries in the country. 
“ And they did too," said Em ­ 
mett. " I ’ve tasted cherries all 
over the place and none could 
compare with them.” 
How his great-grandfather

came to know Burbank and 
Stanford — an unlikely enough 
duo — he doesn’t know. “ He 
just knew them,” he remarked 
After Burbank and Stanford 
personally came to Lompoc to 
judge the weather and soil and 
advised W.H. Schuyler to plant 
Black Tartar cherry trees, he 
planted the first 250 trees in 
1876 by using the north star to 
line up the rows. 
The north star was used as a 
reference point, according to 


Emmett, because “ they didn’t 
know anything about surveying 
in those days.” 
Later, more trees as well as 
different varieties were planted 
in the area that now takes in the 
streets of Orchard and First 
Place and the avenues of Bush 
and Bell in northeast Lompoc. 
By 1916, Lester Schuyler, the 
son of W.H., expanded the 
orchard to 26 acres and 3,000 
trees. The orchard remained 
that size until it was bulldozed 
SY River easement approved 


County Flood Control and

“ We didn’t mind them taking 
a couple pounds of cherries, but 
breaking off the limbs, that was 
something else That destroyed 
the crop of the limb for the next 
five years,” he said. 
E m m e tt p a tro lle d the 
orchard at night with a shotgun. 
He let go with volleys several 
times, but the hungry cherry 
lovers, which included adults 
too, could not be permanently 
deterred. 
Does he m iss the cherry 
orchard? 
“ It didn’t bother me a bit 
b ecau se you c a n ’t figh t 
progress. What you can’t fight 
is the kids,” he replied sternly.

Rains supports special meet

An affiliate of Southern 
California Gas Co filed an ap­ 
plication with the County of 
Santa Barbara today which 
could lead to local approval of 
construction and opeation of a 
planned liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) receiving terminal near 
Point Conception. 
In its application, Western 
LNG Terminal Co., the utility’s 
affiliate, asks the County Plan­ 
ning Commission to alter its 
General Plan. The plan current­ 
ly designates the coastal site as 
land for open grazing. 
Today’s action is the first 
step toward the preparation of 
a draft Environmental Impact 
Report on the LNG facility by 
the County. 
A 277-acre parcel of land 
about tftree miles east of Point 
Conception is one of three sites 
being proposed by Western 
LNG Terminal for locating 
LNG receiving facilities on the 
Southern California coast. The 
others are planned for Oxnard 
and Terminal Island. 
The company said in its ap­ 
plication that the LNG facility 
is needed “ to offset the decline 
in natural gas supplies from 
domestic sources.”

He had been appraised of the 
supervisors’ resolution of a re­ 
cent date calling for such a ses­ 
sion. 
Rains’ reply comes before the 
board at a time when the super­ 
viso rs adopted a 1976-’77 
county government tax levy of 
$2.97, representing a 34-cent sl­ 
ash in the rate, and as county 
militant taxpayer groups con­ 
tinue to press for tax rate cuts 
all down the line this year to try 
to offset somewhat the severe 


hikes in property assessments. 
Rains said he has expressed 
“ both to Gov. Brown and to my 
colleagues in the Senate and As­ 
sembly” his position regarding 
need for a special session to 
achieve tax relief. 
The senator told the super­ 
visors he held the belief “ with 
the board that there is a greater 
urgency to the matter than 
some others seem to believe,” 
after pointing out Speaker Mc­ 
Carthy’s observation in the 
press that the Legislature did 
not seem likely to accomplish 
tax reform in the “ frenetic at­ 
mosphere of a special session” 
insofar as it was unable to do so 
after eight months of effort 
previously. 
Rains stressed, however, that 
Speaker McCarthy had commit­ 


ted him self to offerin g a 
“ serious and 
comprehensive 
property tax proposal” early 
this year. 
The negative response at 
Sacramento up to now shouldn’t 
stand in the way of possible 
achievement in a special ses­ 
sion, Rains inferred.

Russell B. Long leans back and 
sends a jet of cigar smoke 
toward the ceiling. Rep. James 
Burke chomps on his unlighted 
cheroot.

These men are making 
history as well as smoke. 
As far as anyone around 
Congress can tell, a major tax 
bill is being written for the first 
time in open session — with tax­ 
payers. tax lobbyists, tax 
lawyers and anyone else free to 
watch.

These are 
mostly lobbyists and Treasury 
and IRS experts, mostly men. a 
few women. They crane to 
hear, quiet as a congregation. 
The session offers civics in 
the rough for Washington 
tourists, but few know to look 
for it 
Long of Louisiana presides 
over the proceedings 
At his 
right is Rep 
A1 Ullman of 
Oregon, chairman of the House 
committee At Ullman’s left is 
Burke of Massachusetts, quiet­ 
ly chomping his cigar 
Across from them sits Lau­ 
rence Woodworth, director of 
the Joint Committee on Inter­ 
nal Revenue Taxation This is a 
staff of lawyers, statisticians 
and economists hired by 
Congress to provide technical 
assistance 
Woodworth, who wears a 
small, neat mustache, has been 
here 32 years When the House 
debates a tax bill, he sits beside 
Ullman; when the Senate acts,

Scientists still 
predict eruption 


POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guade­ 
loupe (U P I) — Smoke and 
steam spouted thousands of feet 
into the murky skies above La 
Soufriere volcano today, in­ 
creasing scientific speculation 
the volcano will erupt within 
the next three days. 
French volcanologist Haroun 
Tazieff. leading a team of 
scientists studying the simmer­ 
ing mountain, found “ impres­ 
sive billowing steam laden with 
gray ash” spraying from fis­ 
sures near the 4,900-foot sum­ 
mit 
Colleague John Tomblyn, 
director of the Seismic Re­ 
search Unit at the University of 
the West Indies, said the 
column of steam was jetting 
B.000 feet into the air during the 
night 
The prediction is that there 
will be a major eruption in 
three or four days.” Tazieff 
said 
“ It could take several 
forms We just don't know “ 
Both Tazieff and Tomblyn 
were among five scientists sl­ 
ightly injured when the summit 
of La Soufriere exploded Mon­ 
day in a shower of ash and 
stones 


Hundreds of earth tremors 
rocked the volcano for two days 
after the explosion, slacking off 
only briefly Tuesday morning. 
Tomblyn said the volcano 
registered “ about 323 tremors 
between 10 a.m. and nightfall” 
and the seismic energy in­ 
creased dramatically. 
“ Every day there are more 
earthquakes and bigger earth­ 
quakes that last longer and 
longer.” he said “ One thing I 
can say with confidence, either 
the rate of climb (increased 
seismic energy) has got to fall 
off or the volcano has to blow.” 


In mid-August, authorities 
evacuated 72.000 persons from 
below the sum m it of La 
Soufriere — whose name means 
Brimstone Mountain — follow­ 
ing predictions of an imminent 
major eruption

Hopes for a peaceful resump­ 
tion of school busing in 
Louisville, Ky., vanished in 
clouds of tear gas Tuesday 
night. 
An antibusing protest erupted 
on the eve of the second year of 
a busing desegregation pro­ 
gram 
But Dayton. Ohio, officials 
moved a public awareness 
program on busing into high 
gear hoping to avert similar 
problems when schools there 
open Thursday and Cleveland 
officials prepared an appeal of 
a school desegregation order. 
Today, some 20.000 black and 
white children. 2.000 more than 
last year, were bused to better 
mix th e ir ra c e s in the 
Louisville-Jefferson 
County 
area’s 165 schools. 
Tuesday night, police fired 
tear gas to disperse antibusing 
protesters among the 1,000 
persons who marched along 
Preston Highway near Southern 
High School Police said the gas 
was used only after about 200 
persons set bonfires along the 
highway and refused to dis­ 
perse after the march 
The crowd retreated to a 
shopping center across the 
highway from the school, the 
scene of similar violence last 
year. 
Some demonstrators* picked 
up canisters and tossed them 


back at the policemen. 
Six persons were taken into 
police custody. Two were later 
released without charge. 
There were 638 arrests 
between Sept. 4,1975. beginning 
the fall term, and Jan. 1,1976 in 
connection with antibusing 
demonstrations in Louisville, 
mainly in an area south of the 
city limits. 
Ohio’s first court-ordered 
busing desegregation plan be­ 
gins Thursday in the 41.000- 
student Dayton school system 
About 13.000 students — most of 
them in the elementary grades 
— will be bused. 
A citywide, school-sponsored 
system of visits by volunteers 
to the homes of students, was 
designed to answer the ques­ 
tions before school starts on a 
staggered basis Thursday and 
Friday 
Today, parents were 
encouraged to visit the schools

The court, ruling on a suit by 
the NAACP Tuesday, found the 
city and state school boards 
guilty of illegally fostering 
school segregation.

testing 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Laboratory tests will be made 
soon on a cross-section of 
California wines to determine if 
they con tain dangerous 
amounts of arsenic as reported 
by two Wisconsin researchers 


Dr. Jerome Lackner, Health 
Department director, said se­ 
veral brands and varieties of 
wines from California grape- 
growing areas will undergo 
weeklong tests which will begin 
“ during the next few days.” 


Researchers Richard Vitek, 
Dr. William Houser and James 
Bors. in a report prepared for 
the American Chemical Society 
meeting in San Francisco, said 
some domestic wines from 
California and New York con­ 
tained four times more arsenic 
than allowed by the government 
in drinking water. 


Lackner said he would be sur­ 
prised if some arsenic is not 
discovered during the tests 
because arsenic is a trace 
mineral often found in wine, 
fruit juices and other foods. 


He said its normal source is 
the soil where it is absorbed by 
plant roots which pass the sub­ 
stance on to the fruit. 


Lackner. a physician, said the 
human body normally retains 
these trace minerals for “ a 
comparatively short period of 
time ”

The bills would, among other 
things, restrict the use of blood 
from paid donors, increase 
state fees to doctors and den­ 
tists under Medi-Ca! program, 
and put the Department of 
Health in charge of emergency 
services. 


Another measure by Sen. 
Anthony Beilenson. D-Los An­ 
geles. would temporarily im­ 
pose a moratorium on hospital 
construction until a companion 
m easure, giving the state 
authority to certify new health 
facilities, takes effect 


The Beilenson bill (SB3787) 
was sent to Brown on a 36-0 
vote. 
The companion bill (AB4001) 
by Democrat Assemblyman 
Barry Keene of Eureka re­ 
ceived final legislative ap­ 
proval when the Assembly con­ 
curred in Senate amendments 
on a 55-7 vote. 
It would transfer the authori­ 
ty for granting hospital con­ 
struction and purchases of 
medical equipment of more 
than $100,000 from local health 
planning agencies to the Health 
Department. 
Keene contended that there is 
an excessive number of hospital 
beds in California He said the

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
One of the originators of the 
idea that some spray can gases 
threaten Earth's ozone radia­ 
tion shield says the theory has 
weathered two years of study 
and it is time to start thinking 
about restricting their use. 


The National Academy of 
Sciences plans to issue a major 
assessment of the threat next 
week in Washington and the 
government is awaiting that 
report before considering possi­ 
ble regulatory action. 
“We do have enough informa­ 
tion to make an assessment 
right now.“ said Dr. Mario 
Molina, who with Dr. F 
S 
Rowland at the University of 
California. Irvine, raised the is­ 
sue in 1974 


“The risk is substantial.” he 
said at an American Chemical 


Society meeting Tuesday. “I’m 
not advocating a ban tomorrow 
on spray cans. I think it’s very 
reasonable to talk about regula­ 
tion by 1978."

Fred Kaufman, of the 
University of Pittsburgh and a 
member of the Academy panel, 
said he favors labelling pro­ 
ducts that use the gases “to ad­

Dr. Peter Jesson, of the Du­ 
pont Co. which makes much of 
the Freon-type gases, disa­ 
greed with Molina and said 18 to 
24 months of more study is 
needed to answer some of the 
many questions that remain 
about the workings of the upper 
atmosphere. 
“I’m suggesting you don’t go 
around banning products until 
you determine if they are caus­ 
ing some harm.” Jesson said

Mrs Seigman was found in a 
field in Dominguez Hills, shot 
to death. 
The council referred to 
citizen's band radio operators, 
although the calls would have to 
be monitored on police, not 
citizen's band, frequencies. 
“CB operators do a distinct 
disservice when they arrive on 
a scene of a breaking incident,” 
said Councilman Russell Ru- 
bley 
“No matter how good their 
intentions are. police work is a 
highly specialized field, not 
something that should be at­ 
tempted by the unknowing or 
the untrained.”

Springfield<§> 
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Raw farm product prices decline 
wiping out spring, summer moves 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Plunging livestock and grain 
prices sent the volatile average 
of raw farm product prices 
down 4 per cent in the month 
ending Aug. 15. wiping out spr­ 
ing and early summer advances 
and leaving the average 4 per 
cent below a year earlier, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
Department officials said in­ 
creases for milk, eggs, fruits 
and vegetables offset part of 
the losses for hogs, cattle, 
wheat, com. sorghum and soy­ 
beans — but the net result was 
still the steepest one-month 
decline since June, 1974. 


Administration farm officials 
say prices for some commodi­ 
ties — especially cattle — are 
expected to strengthen later. 
But there was further bad news 
in another section of the price 
report. 
Officials reported that far­ 
mers’ costs declined 0.5 per 
cent in August, but this was due 
mainly to lower prices for feed 
and feeder livestock — com­ 
modities which some farmers 
sell to others — and the decline 
left costs still 6 per cent above a 
year earlier while farm prices 
were 4 per cent lower. 
As a result, the report showed 


that farm returns in mid- 
August slipped to 71 per cent of 
the “fair earning power” parity 
standard compared with 73 per 
cent in July and 78 per cent a 
year earlier.

More food coloring bans 
considered by agency 


WASNINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
which outlawed the nation’s 
most widely used food dye. is 
considering a ban on two other 
food colorings — the red used to 
color maraschino cherries and 
the black used for licorice and 
jelly beans. 
The action is contemplated as 
a result of a major review of 
scores of food colorings and 
dyes that have never won final 
safety approval from the FDA 
The two food colors the 
agency may decide to forbid 
are Red No. 4 and “ Carbon 
Black.” The red coloring is 
used only in m a ra sc h in o 
cherries while the black is used 
for various food products in­ 
cluding candy. 
The FDA said studies on dogs 
“ raised some safety questions’’ 
as to whether there is a link 
between Red No. 4 and urinary- 
bladder polyps in dogs and 
“atrophy of adrenals in dogs.” 
In the case of the black color­ 
ing the FDA said it is possible 
that its manufacture produces a 
byproduct called “extractable 
polynuclear arom atics,” which 
is a known cancer causer. 
The proposed ban on the red 
color has disturbed the cherry 
industry. FDA officials have 
been meeting with represen

Wine now target for probes; may get bad name 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
sults publicly announced so far 
in a six-month internal investi­ 
gation of FBI wrongdoing have 
included only one bird house 
and two window valances built 
at government expense for two 
officials. But one of the of­ 
ficials. it turns out, is the 
bureau’s director 
One career FBI employe was 
fired in August for using FBI 
materials to build a bird house 
at his home. FBI D irector 
Clarence Kelley revealed Tues­ 
day that he voluntarily told in­ 
vestigators of the joint Justice 
D epartm ent-FBI task force 
that valances had been installed 
a t 
F B I e x p e n s e in h is 
Washington apartment. 
"Without my knowledge the 
valances were ordered from the 
exhibits section and they were 
subsequently installed," Kelley 
said. "I did not learn until later 
that they had been made in the 
exhibits section. 
"An assessm ent is being 
made as to the cost of the 
valances and I fully intend to 


pay for them ." 
The exhibits sections contains 
a carpentry shop and other 
facilities officially used for 
building m odels of crim e 
scenes and other types of ex­ 
hibits for criminal trials 
About two weeks ago the head 
of the exhibits sections, John P. 
Dunphy. resigned his $37,000 job 
and pleaded guilty to a mis­ 
demeanor for using less than 
$100 worth of FBI lumber to 
build the bird house at his 
home 
Kelley said he instructed the 
task force members to "leave 
no stone unturned" in their in­ 
vestigation of FBI employes 
and officials. "This included 
Clarence M. Kelley," he said. 


Kelley did not describe his 
valances — fram es used to 
cover the tops of window 
d ra p e rie s — but an FB I 
spokesman said they were "just 
your garden variety of plywood 
valances which have been 
ipainted." 
Kellev also said he received a 


small wooden cabinet from the 
exhibits section to store FBI 
stationery, paper clips, memo 
pads and other items he keeps 
at home. A spokesman said Kel­ 
ly keeps the cabinet in his 
bedroom. 
"I consider this cabinet and 
its contents to be bureau 
property which will be returned 
when I leave the bureau." the 
statement said. 
Kelley said he also told the 
task force he received various 
gifts from members of his of­ 
fice staff and the executive con­ 
ference, a group of senior FBI 
headquarters officials 
"I am prepared to make 
restitution for any such gifts 
which are not clearly permitted 
by pertinent provisions of the 
code of federal regulations," he 
said 
The code allows gifts from 
government employes to their 
superiors only if they are of 
nominal value and are given 
voluntarily on occasions such as 
a marriage, illness or retire­ 
ment.

ing storm July 31 and at first 
was allowed to burn to improve 
animal habitat. It got out of 
hand last week. 
Showers and thunderstorms 
stretched over the Gulf Coast 
across Texas and into the plains 
and other storms swept over 
portions of the Mississippi 
Valley and the Great Lakes. 
Texas and Michigan appeared 
hardest hit.

Bors of Wauwatosa — said tests 
showed some wines had high 


levels of arsenic. 
Their report, however, was 
withdrawn before formal pre­ 
sentation to the convention 
because, the scientists said 
through an attorney, sensation­ 
alism created from advance 
publication in the press "has 
detracted from the purely 
scientific nature of the paper." 
“The paper calls for further 
research into arsenic and food­ 
stuffs and is not intended to im­ 
ply that all wine or fruit juices 
contain arsenic, or that the con­ 
sumption of any wines or fruit 
juices poses a substantial 


health hazard or that scientific 
investigation was complete,” 
the attorney’s statement said. 
California Health D epart­ 
ment D irector Dr. Jerom e 
Lackner, however, said minute 
amounts of arsenic may be 
found in wines because it is a 
trace mineral often found in 
wine, fruit juices and other 
foods. 
He said its normal source is 
the soil where it is ingested by 
plant roots which pass the sub­ 
stance on to the fruit. The 
Wisconsin scientists speculated 
the arsenic may come from 


pesticides used in vineyards. 
They also said foreign wines 
tested contained considerably 
less arsenic. 
Yet in presenting proposed 
new rules for foreign wines, 
bureau Director Rex D. Davis 
said in a notice in the Federal 
Register, “The existing bureau 
regulations ... do not appear to 
provide adequate protection to 
the consumer against misla­ 
beled imported wine, particu­ 
larly as to the origin and con­ 
tents."

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More contracts needed to assist retarded 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - A 
model program, which is train­ 
ing persons categorized as 
severely or profoundly retarded 
on industrial assembly tasks, is 
seeking more contracts from 
local and regional organiza­ 
tions. 
“We need more work,” said 
Jeffery Mailer, administrator 
of the Specialized Training Pro­ 
gram in the University of 
Oregon’s Center on Human 
Development. 
The program is pioneering in 
the vocational training of 


severely and profoundly retard­ 
ed adults, many of whom have 
been institutionalized in the 
past and considered incapable 
of even dressing themselves. 
“We don’t ask whether, but 
how they can be taught skills,” 
explains Mailer. 
The STP aproach, directed by 
Thomas Bellamy, the research 
coordinator for the Center, 
reduces tasks into component 
parts and uses frequent positive 
reinforcement for good perfor­ 
mance. 
The 14 adults in the three- 


year-old program 
completed 
some $10,000 worth of contracts 
last year. 
“We have a capacity for 200 
more hours a month,” said 
Mailer. “ At present we have 
work that takes about 100 hours 
each month. Therefore, we 
should be able to handle billings 
of close to $50,000 each year. 
The money earned from the 
contract is used to pay wages 
for the workers, who are con­ 
tributing to their own welfare. 
It also helps pay for the shop’s 
expenses. While some of the 


costs are covered by state and 
federal support, Mailer said, 
the program soon hopes to be 
self-supporting. 
Tektronix, Inc., of Beaverton 
has been the major source of 
jobs. The STP workers assem­ 
ble components of oscilloscopes 
to rigid industrial standards. 
Workers perform complex 
bench assembly tasks. While 
the workers vary individually in 
their productivity, with ap­ 
propriate training, most are

New breed of 
woman educator 


United Press International 
Women successful in law, 
politics, government and busi­ 
ness these days make up the 
new breed of woman college 
presidents. 


In the past women who got to 
the top academic post worked 
their way up in the school 
world. The trend to outside 
academia appointments is seen 
as strengthening the woman 
c o lle g e 
im a g e —and its 
future. 


Among the 70 w om en ’s 
c o lle g e s in the W om en’s 
College Coalition, two out of 
every three chief executives of­ 
ficers are women. The last two 
years, the number of females 
heading 
private wom en's 
colleges has doubled. 


There are 70 other women’s 
colleges for a total of 140 
nationwide, down from nearly 
000 in the late ‘60s. 


The figure has stood pretty 
still for the last five years. 
Those who had predicted the 
death of women’s colleges have 
been proved in error. 


Many of the original 300 
wom en’s schools are still 
around but they are coeduca­ 
tional or they merged with 
other institutions. 


The newest women college 
presidents have experience 
from two or more careers 
before moving into the academ­ 
ic world. A report from the 
Women's College Coalition ad­ 
ds: 


“These new presidents in­ 
clude women who took time off 
for fam ilies, women who 
earned P h .D .’s and other 
degrees late in life and women 
whose first successes came in 
voluntary organizations or non- 
academic careers.’’ 


The new generation of women 
presidents are viewed as good 
examples for students. They ex­ 
hibit in life the characteristics 
of leadership, career and 
development and success that 
young women hope to achieve.

favors 
Vitamin C 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Nobel laureate Linus Pauling 
believes large doses of Vitamin 
C should be as effective in 
building up a body’s defenses 
against swine flu as the vaccine 
the government will use in its 
mass inoculation program this 
fall. 
The 75-year-old scientistmade 
the controversial claim at an 
American Chemical Society 
meeting Monday and said “a 
scare campaign" was responsi­ 
ble for pushing through the $135 
million swine flu vaccination 
program. 
And he said there was little 
likelihood that a feared swine 
influenza epidemic would deve­ 
lop anyway. 
Pauling has been a long-time 
advocate of the use of vitamin C 
to ward off or ease the symp­ 
toms of the common cold and 
claimed there is a large body of 
evidence showing it helps He 
said it now appeared the 
vitamin would help against 
other viral infections, including 
influenza. 
“In the future, any influenza 
epidemic can, if one starts, 
probably be brought under con­ 
trol by proper use of ascorbic 
acid (Vitamin C).” Pauling 
said He said antibiotics would 
help fight any secondary infec­ 
tions that might stem from 
swine flu. 
Dr. Bruce Dull, assistant 
director of the National Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
said, however, there is no test 
evidence to support the claim 
that Vitamin C would help 
against flu. And in Washington, 
a spokesman for the Public 
Health Service urged people 
"not to be misled to equate 
Vitamin C with vaccine as a 
protection against influenza.’’ 
Pauling acknowledged that 
there is not much evidence sup­ 
porting his claim but cited a 
University of Toronto study 
which he said showed that 
Vitamin C had a general an­ 
tiviral capability. 
Although Pauling does not 
think the swine flu vaccine is 
necessary for the general 
public, he said people at high 
risk to the new strain of in­ 
fluenza probably should be 
protected by the inoculation. 
For the rest of the people, he 
said Vitamin C should be as ef­ 
fective as the vaccine in 
preventing the flu. 
“I think that people should 
take Vitamin C regularly in the 
amount that puts them in good 
health and very large doses if 
they feel they are coming down 
with an infectious disease to see 
if they can stop it," Pauling 
said. 
Vitamin C is found in fruits 
and leafy vegetables but Paul­ 
ing said supplements ranging 
from 250 m illigram s to 10 
grams a day are needed to 
protect against colds 
Some 
doctors, however, have warned 
against self-prescriptions of 
large Vitamin C doses because 
little is known about their long 
time effects

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - At­ 
torney Lee Econ is not a man of 
modest ambitions He wants to 
create a new nation and be 
recognized by the United Na­ 
tions. 
That’s for starters. 
He also wants to build thriv­ 
ing cities on the surface of the 
oceans, train their populations 
to be independent and raise the 
billion or so dollars it will take 
to get the project moving. 
“I’m not a nut," he said in an 
interview. “ I’m an attorney, a 
constitutional lawyer. We have 
checked the adm iralty laws for 
our claims at sea. 
“ I t’s so bizarre, so far­ 
fetched. it will work." 
To demonstrate the serious­ 
ness of his plan, Econ. whose 
legal name is Leodinas Eco- 
num. chartered a vessel and 
with friends and supporters 
carted a sm allxardboard raft, 
representing a city, to a spot in 
the Pacific and sank it. 
“The first step." he said, 
"purely ceremonial, box lun­ 
ches, beer, a couple of enter­ 
tainers and then the sinking of 
the city. It’s a symbol." 
In another month, at another 
location off the coast of Califor­ 
nia in international waters, he 
will anchor a raft for the 
building of “Global City 1. 
“We want to build a political 
society, a nation of a new type 
We’re not running away from 
America, but rather our real 
hope is that by establishing a 


model community we will bring 
on changes that will be right in 
line with c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
reforms. 
“ It has a double purpose. One 
is to create new land at sea and 
symbolize the coming develop­ 
ment of the oceans — not in the 
usual environmental or techno­ 
logical ways — but the use of 
the high seas. 
“ At another level it has to do 
with freedom and sovereignty, 
literally creating a new na­ 
tion ’’ 
Econ describes himself and 
his supporters, numbering 
about 100 or so. as “severe 
critics" of society. He said the 
principles of Americanism are 
valid. 
"We proved that it works and 
that the idea of a cultural and 
racial heterogeny is possible. 
But while all this is the con­ 
tract. that’s the not the way 
we re living it. We’re leaving 
the fold to obtain our constitu­ 
tional rights." 
He said the United Nations 
would, over a period of time, 
recognize Global City 1 as a na­ 
tion at least with observer 
status. 
“ We d o n ’t c a r e a b ou t 
recognition by other nations. 
We re still American citizens, 
ail subject to the law. We’ll be 
subject to the Coast Guard, too. 
“ We’ve got an office, we’ve 
got a few bucks and it will take 
tim e.’’ 
He said the new nation’s

government would be modeled 
more on British law than on 
American law. Eicon is a con­ 
stitutional lawyer admitted to 
the bar of New York and before 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

Despite the fact that "Find 
me a funny book” is a request 
that librarians, parents and 
teachers are constantly hear­ 
ing, the children’s book 
market seems glutted with 
serious stories of social 
problems and struggles for 
adjustment. 
But as fashionable as books 
on divorce, homosexuality and 
death have become, kids still 
love to laugh. Humorous 
stories will never go out of 
style. 
Ellen Conford has an un­ 
failing talent for tickling the 
funny bone, as fifth to seventh 
graders who read "Luck of 
Pokey Bloom,” will soon dis­ 
cover. Pokey is possessed by a 
mania for entering contests. 
She dreams constantly about 
the dune buggy, the ten thou­ 
sand dollars, the transistor 
radio she’s sure to win. 
But Pokey does more than 
just dream about winning. A 
woman of action, she’s soon 
rushing from house to house 
trying to sell 44 boxes of 
greeting cards in the space of 
a single Saturday morning. 
The method in her madness is 
a 
win-through-concentration 
schem e guaranteed to 
produce instant results. 
Other 
“prize” situations, 
that Pokey bravely faces in 
her never-ending quest to win, 
include a bike hike that ends 
in a free-for-all fight during a 
downpour and a strange- 
acting brother who appears to 
be staking out a health food 
store. 
Another Conford novel, 
written for sixth to eighth 
graders, focuses on Carrie 
Wasserman, also known as 
Lovey Hart.

Hart becomes a subject of 
constant conjecture among 
her close friends and a major 
concern of her nosey younger 
sister, Carrie lives in con­ 
tinual fear of blowing her 
cover. The tangled web 
weaves her tighter until 
Lovey Hart becomes more 
desperate than her most 
forlorn correspondent. 
First to third graders will 
discover a real rib tickler in 
"Brown Mouse and Vole” by 
Vicki Kimmel Artis. With 
Brown Mouse’s complaints, 
“I feel cross today” and 
Vole’s response, “I’m good at 
uncrossing m ice,” three 
separate adventures are off to 
a sparkling start. 
An attempt to turn a worm 
into a house pet and entice the 
reluctant creature into a salt 
box is the focus of one of the 
tales. 
Another revolves around 
Brown Mouse’s ticklish ribs 
w hich, Vole in sists on 
demonstrating, are really a 
set of piano keys. 
In the third tale, the two 
attempt to make peanut 
butter and honey sandwiches 
during a midnight raid on the 
refrigerator. Finding the 
resulting concoction tasting 
funny, they leave the remains 
in a nearby bowl. Next mor­ 
ning, Mother Mouse mentions 
that Father was very puzzled 
to find goose grease and 
vinegar sandwiches in his hat 
that morning. Any child who 
has ever rummaged through 
the refrigerator during the 
night will relate to this one. 
The picture book crowd 
(kindergarten through second 
grade) will adore Pat 
Hutchins' story of a grocery 
list and a bad memory. In 
"Don’t Forget the Bacon”, a 
small towheaded boy, accom­ 
panied by a perky dog and a 
fluttery butterfly, are sent to 
the store with the simple in­ 
structions — "Six farm eggs, 
a cake for tea, a pound of 
pears, and don't forget the 
bacon." 
Walking to the store, sights 
along the way joggle the boy’s 
memory and six farm eggs 
become six fat legs (or is it 
six clothes pegs?) and soon 
the boy is mumbling about 
"rake for leaves" and "pile of 
c h a i r s ” 
but 
he 
s till 
remembers “Don’t forget the 
bacon ” 


Though flabbergasted, a 
junk dealer willingly rounds 
up the strange requests and 
even helps carry them home. 
But familiar scnes along the 
way re-joggle the boy’s 
memory and he’s able to ex­ 
change the items in time to 
arrive happily home with all 
the proper products. Except, 
guess what? He has forgotten 
the bacon! 
“The Marti of Conte,” a 
rollicking tale for teenagers 
(seventh through tenth 
graders) by Sonia Leviton 
tells what happens when a boy 
tries to outsmart a computer. 
Imagine the mess the com­ 


puter, called Old Pu by the 
students, could make of an un­ 
usual name like Conte Mark. 
Old Pu issues this freshman 
student two complete class 
schedules, one under the 
name of Mark Conte and the 
other under the name of Conte 
Mark. In a wild scheme to get 
back at eve ryone and 
everything, Conte decides to 
use both programs to make it 
through high school in two 
years. The split second timing 
this marvelous feat requires 
will leave the reader laughing 
and breathless. 
Needing help, Conte resorts 
to alliances with such 
characters as Flint the Fence, 
Zelinkowitz the Rat, and 
Carlotta Jones, who is reputed 
to be "a nice girl, but . . .” 
The hilarious antics along 
the way to the plan’s eventual 
abandonment include getting 
Conte’s dog "Dane, Great” 
listed on the graduation rolls.

B E R K E L E Y . Calif — (N EA ) — It almost requires a fictional amalgam to 
come up with a decent composite of Joe Roth. 
You toss in one portion of Clark Kent (changing in a telephone booth), add a 
dash of Joe Palooka. spice it with a touch of L i’l Abner (sans Daisy Mae) and 
finish it off with a veneer of Frank Merriwell. 
The result: one prospective All-American quarterback for the University of 
California. 
He has already made the mandatory pilgrimage to Hugh Hefner s palatial 
penthouse on the northside of Chicago There, when not ducking the pass rush 
of Playboy bunnies, he was memorialized in living color, along with his 
mythical All-America teammates, for a forthcoming issue of Playboy. 
the folks back home in Jerome. Idaho, won’t have to blush when it comes 
out Joe will be fully clothed in California blue and gold 
The California golden look of him is immediately obvious when he enters old 
Harmon Gymnasium on the Berkeley campus, and the office of the resident 
flack. John McCasey.

McCasey is an open-faced young Irishman who. with admirable verve, wants 
to show off a young scholar touted as the finest passer of a football in collegiate 
circles. 
Ample blond hair curls all around Joe’s head in neat waves, a crowning 
wreath for a well-built young man who stands an erect 6 feet 2 and a half in­ 
ches He wears one of those horizontal striped rugby polo shirts that are in 
vogue, sandy corduroy pants and scuffed gym shoes 
When he walks — we are strolling down to Martino's on Shattuck for a 
cheeseburger — his toes turn in markedly. That pigeon-toed waddle does not 
seem to encumber him on a football field 
There is only one mark which seems to distinguish Joe Roth from a lot of kids 
his age on this sunny day in the Berkeley hills It is on the left side of his face, a 
light red welt that runs from above his ear (covered by the hairline) down past 
his jaw and terminates in a quick veer on his neck 
It tells more about Joe Roth than the statistical sheets in McCasey s office 
“ In 1975 Roth hit on 126 of 22b passes for 1.880 yards and 14 touchdowns, for 8 4 
yards per completion His accuracy rate was 55.8 per cent for the season...' 
Two years ago at this time, young Roth had no idea he was going to be a foot­ 
ball player at the University of California He was wondering how long he d be 


a year. Maybe we’ll catch it all and you’ll be O.K.” 
There had been this mole near his left ear. Joe remembers irritating it when 
he was shaving He had a tough time stopping the bleeding. Then, playing foot­ 
ball at Grossmont Junior College (in his home town of El Cajon, Calif., where 
San Diego spills over into suburbs), the helmet kept rubbing it raw 
He went to a doctor The doctor burned it out But the mole returned And 
continued to aggravate him He was finally sent to a dermatologist, who ex­ 
cised it and assured him his trouble was over But as a precaution, tissue was 
sent to a lab for testing. 
At the time, the end of his freshman year at Grossmont. Joe’s parents were 
in the process of moving to Jerome, Idaho — his father, an aircraft plant super­ 
visor, is retired On campus one morning, Joe was told that an appointment had 
been set up with a doctor in San Diego — and that his parents were coming in 
from Idaho. 
“ I knew something was up,” he says. "But I wasn’t prepared for what the 
doctor told me that morning — that I had cancer. They operated on me right 
away, that afternoon.” 
It was a Monday, and for three days Joe sat looking out his hospital room, 
watching the airplanes coming in to land at the San Diego airport. 
“ The longest three days I ever spent," he recalls. On Friday, he was dis­ 
charged and given a clean bill of health The surgery had cut all the way down 
to the lymph nodes in his neck 
By fall. Joe was out for football again, completing his second season at junior 
college and attracting a host of college offers He chose California because he 
liked Mike White's pro offense, which employs the traditional dropback passer 
And also because Steve Bartkowski, after a sensational senior season, had 
graduated to the pros as the No 1 draft pick in the National Football League 


But coming into a new system takes time. He was not the starter when the 
season began. He took over in the second half of the third game, against 
Washington State, and rallied the Bears to their first conference triumph With 
Roth passing brilliantly to receivers Steve Rivera and Wesley Walker, 
balanced by the super running of All-American halfback Chuck Muncie. 
California won eight of its last nine games and tied UCLA for the Pac-8 title 
He has spent the summer before his final season working in the university’s 
duplicating offices, making $3 90 an hour, and throwing passes in his spare time 
to receivers Wes Walker and George Freitas. 
California with its free speech movements and laissez-faire social attitudes,

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
taxed every molecule of self- 
control within this critic to 
avoid nausea, double enten­ 
dres and contempt when “ a 
usually reliable source” con­ 
fided quite earnestly that the 
next trend in pop music will 
be "Jesus disco.” 
More than 1,000 musicians, 
managers and industry types 
prominent in the religious 
music market met last week 
in Colorado to break bread. 
The overwhelming sentiment 
was that the spiritual fervor 
gripping much of the country 
these days is about to reclaim 
its rightful place in the 
cosmos; witness the elevation 
of Brother Jimmy C arter 
from born-again farm er to 
presidential shoo-in 


. . . the Prince of 
Peace never im­ 
pugned anyone for 
dancing but then, 
where in the scrip­ 
tures did he urge the 
flock to get down and 
boogie? 


What may riddle record 
sales charts with bullets is as 
unpredictable as what un­ 
leashes the bull on Wall 
Street, and twice as m er­ 
curial. 
Certainly it is not in­ 
conceivable religious and 
gospel music could be on the 
t h r e s h h o l d of p o p u l a r 
acclaim. More than a few 
religious recording artists 
have demonstrated their 
talent. So did the pioneer 
Jesus rock bands of 10 years 
ago who proved themselves a 
valid artform by wisely opting 
for simple sincerity and a 
reverence for the genre in­ 
stead of tacky lectures and 
value judgments.

they were off. In the quarter - 
century the three have been in 
business, they’ve averaged a 
picture a year, plus more than 
450 television episodes. 
It was Levy-Gardner-Laven 
who made such hit TV series 
as The Rifleman and The Big 
Valley. But they’re not doing 
any TV now, just features 
The> say the chances of tur­ 
ning a profit on TV today for 
an independent are so slim as 
to be unrealistic.

CB for more than 
just four-wheelers

If you’re one of those 
millions who have finally 
made the move toward having 
a CB in your four-wheeler, 
then maybe it’s time you 
hooked a unit up in other areas 
of your life. 
For instance, more and 
more fishermen are finding 
that it’s much easier to find 
"where the fish are” with a 
CB at their side. 
For practical purposes you 
won’t be scaring fish away by 
screaming to a nearby boat to 
see how the catch is going. 
It will also save time from 
fishing in the wrong place till 
the sun goes down, and tur­ 
ning in vrith a dry haul. 
And don’t minimize the fact 
that there could be a dire 
emergency aboard your boat 
and the only way you could get 
attention is by setting your 
boat afire or using CB. 
Yes, you’ll be able to 
scream for help from your 
good buddies, but don’t expect 
to hear from the Coast Guard, 
if you’re in their area. 
The only way a CBer can get 
Coast Guard help is if he also 
has an FM frequency radio on 
board or locates one in 
another boat. 
The U.S. Coast Guard 
refu ses to m onitor CB 
because of the many hoaxes 
th ey cla im have been 
perpetrated via CB. 
So the Coast Guard may not 
listen to you, but the fish 
probably will. 
Fishermen aren’t the only 
outdoorsmen who find the air 
waves a help. Have you 
thought of back-packing with 
a CB for company? 
A hand-held CB transceiver 
is a self-contained CB radio. 


You can take it anywhere on a 
back-packing expedition, 
from New York’s Central 
Park to the Smokey Moun­ 
tains. 


A walkie-talkie can be 
bought for as little as $15.95 
and up to $149.95. And if you’re 
a member of a family in 
which everyone likes to route 
his own course on family out­ 
ings then stick them all with a 
CB. It works much better than 
saying, “Meet you back here 
at 8:15 p.m.” This way you 
can find out where they are 
and if they need help. 
How about a CB on your 
two-wheeler (or motorcycle)? 
It may sound strange, but it 
can be a life-saver for motor­ 
cyclists, just as well as 
automobile drivers. 
Duncan Parks, a 68-year-old 
man from Watkins Glen, 
N.Y., made a cross-country 
trek from his home to Califor­ 
nia and back. His company for 
the trip? A motorcycle and his 
sweet-talking CB, of course. 
Parks felt prepared for 
anything after he put his CB in 
an old camera case and wore 
it around his neck with a tran­ 
sistor radio earphone which 
plugged into his helmet. 


"I was going alone,” Parks 
said, “ and realizing the 
vastness of this great country 
and the possibility of a 
breakdown. But I got my CB.” 
Even though you might not 
be planning to go boating, 
back-packing or motorcycling 
right away, you could be just 
planning to bicycle around the 
block, and need to be in con­ 
tact with home. 
There’s a CB for every oc­ 
casion and there’s no limit to 
its use for leisure or in an 
emergency, all it takes is a 
desire to communicate and a 
little imagination.

DEAR POLLY — After washing a pair of slacks 1 put 
them in the basem ent to dry and accidentally brushed 
them against a rusty pipe Now there is a rust m ark on 
the front of one leg and I have not been able to remove 
it Have you any suggestions'* — MELISSA 
DEAR MELISSA — If your washable slacks take kind­ 
ly to HOT water you could try boiling the stained area in 
a pint of water with four teaspoons of cream of tartar 
until the stain disappears and then rinse thoroughly. 
Another suggestion from the U.S. Dept, of Agriculture 
Consumer Service is to sprinkle salt on the stain, 
squeeze lemon juice on it, spread in the sun to dry and 
then rinse well. — POLLY. 


DEAR F*OLLY — One of the readers complained about her 
white pants not staying white and my daughter told me how 
she keeps this from happening After wearing the pants put to 
soak in one of those liquid heavy duty laundry detergents and 
let soak for about half an hour and then rinse and they stay 
white

The Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States poses an 
interesting question in their 
Washington Report publica­ 
tion this week: what are politi­ 
cians really offering us? 
The organization strongly 
u r g e s 
t h a t we 
sh o u ld 
recognize, in this political 
season, that politicians 
promising us goodies are in­ 
directly promising us higher 
taxes or disastrous deficits 
that will result in a return of 
double digit inflation. 
They list, for example, four 
new programs being offered 
this year which, if approved, 
would cost between $140.6 and 
$170.5 billion. The programs 
are national health insurance, 
a guaranteed jobs program, 
guaranteed income and hous­ 
ing assistance. 
There is no doubt that some 
legislation is needed in these 
areas but the Chamber points 
out that the cost of the above 
programs which does not ex­ 
haust the list of election year 
promises would result in an in­ 


crease of between $140 and 
$170 billion or an over 30 per 
cent increase in federal expen­ 
ditures. 
They further point out that if 
we were to finance all such 
programs through the per­ 
sonal income tax which 
yielded about $130 billion in 
revenues last year, it would 
mean we would have to double 
the revenue from federal in­ 
come taxes to pay for all such 
new programs and we would 
still have a $70 billion deficit. 
Promoters of such programs 
say tax the rich. That would be 
fine, but the fact is that if they 
taxed away every cent that 
anyone earned above $50,000 
per year, it would result in $32 
billion more in revenue or 
about one-fifth the cost of the 
proposed new programs. 
So, as the Chamber says, 
decide for yourself: Do you 
want someone in Washington 
spending half your income or 
do you want to decide for 
yourself?

aids Arab boycott 


WASHINGTON — Government of­ 
ficials have been pointing out loopholes 
in the law to business tycoons who. for 
the sake of the petrodollar, wish to com­ 
ply with the Arab boycott of companies 
doing business with Israel. 
The Commerce D ept, of course, is 
supposed to uphold the antiboycott law. 
But behind the scenes, 
its officials have ad­ 
vised business leaders 
how to get around the 
law and still support 
the Arab boycott. 
The problem came 
up at a secret meeting 
last March of the 
Business International 
Roundtable, one of the 
m o st 
p o w e r fu l 
business groups in the 
United States 
The 
meeting was attended 
by 80 of the nation’s top business ex­ 
ecutives. 
Commerce officials cheerfully in­ 
structed them how to boycott Jewish 
companies without getting prosecuted. 
Under the law, business firms are 
required to notify the Commerce Dept, 
of any requests from Arab governments 
to participate in the boycott. The com­ 
panies are also supposed to report 
whether they intended to comply with 
the boycott requests. 
Yet a confidential memo, summariz­ 
ing what happened at the meeting, in­ 
dicates that the Commerce Dept, is 
more interested in promoting Arab- 
American business than in stopping the 
discrimination 
The memo, raising a 
technicality, notes that “neither the law 
nor the regulations forbid companies to 
comply — unless doing so would dis­ 
criminate against U.S. citizens or com­ 
panies.” 
The implication is that companies can 
support the boycott, strictly speaking, if 
they can find some way to justify it. The 
memo also suggests slyly that the com­ 
panies might even avoid reporting 
boycott requests in the first place. 
“ The C om m erce D ep a rtm en t 
representative expressed the view that 
the regulations say only that the U.S. ex­ 
porter must report the receipt of a 
boycott request,” 
states the memo 
“Thus if a U S company’s foreign af­ 
filiate receives a boycott request and 
does not report it to the U S. parent, the 
U S parent is not expected to report the 
request to the Commerce Department ” 
In other words, all the companies need 
to do is deal with the Arab governments 
through foreign affiliates This is spelled 
out in more detail in the confidential 
memo, with emphasis on these points: 


— “Transact business with Arab na­ 
tions through subsidaries abroad,” the 
memo stresses, ‘‘since these sub­ 
sidiaries are apparently not covered by 
C o m m erce 
D e p a r tm e n t filin g 
requirements.’’ 
— Business firms can also avoid the 
law simply by selling “to the Arab 
market through middlemen.” The memo 
specifically suggests using ‘‘trading 
houses.” 


— As another strategem. the memo 
recommends using an Arab insurance 
company to insure U.S. shipments. “This 
can eliminate any request to fill out 
(boycott) questionnaries or certified 


documents,” the memo points out. 
— “ Solicit the support of Arab 
purchasers to eliminate or rephrase 
questions in the boycott documentation,” 
it is also suggested, “so that the answers 
either comply with U.S. laws or do not 
have to be filed with the Commerce 
Department." 
— Some companies have been able to 
satisfy the Arab nations, the memo adds, 
by certifying that exported goods are 
“made in the U.S.A.” Thus the com­ 
panies can comply technically with the 
anti-Israel boycott without using the 
more objectionable phrase, “not of 
Israeli origin.” 
The memo, which doesn’t mention the 
moral implications of the boycott, closes 
I with this admonition: 
“Companies 
(should) weigh the advantages of com­ 
plying with the boycott demands against 
the possible disadvantages such com­ 
pliance might bring in the U.S. domestic 
market from groups opposed to the 
boycott.” 
Footnote . Congress is now working on 
legislation to stiffen the anti-boycott 
regulations. Rep. James Scheuer, D- 
N.Y., has asked Rep. John Moss, D- 
Calif., to investigate how the boycott is 
operating. The findings should be made 
public later this week. 
REPUBLICAN BACKDOWN: It is 
against the unwritten rules of Congress 
for its members to disparage one 
another. Thus any backbiting or back- 
knifing is done with elaborate courtesy. 


The Republican Congressional Com­ 
m ittee's newsletter went too far, 
therefore, when it published a scathing 
attack recently upon Rep. Phil Burton, 
D-Calif. a penitent John Rhodes, the 
House Republican leader, personally 
delivered a letter of apology to Burton. 


Spiro Agnew has a genius for making 
enemies, and one must conclude that he 
rather enjoys it all because recently, 
first in connection with the propagation 
of his novel and then more or less for the 
sake of it, he has been going around 
provoking the friends of Israel with 
grand statements of concern over peace 
and justice in the Mid­ 
dle East which give 
pained overtones of 
satisfaction achieved 
by animadversions on 
Israel. (Rather like 
Dr. Shockley express­ 
ing his bitter disap­ 
pointm ent on d is­ 
coverin g that all 
Negroes are morons.) 
Having said this, one 
must note that, as is 
predictable, the Anti- 
Defamation League 
rose excessively to the bait; and now the 
New York Times has run a silly story on 
the subject, creating an entirely innocent 
victim who is now receiving hate-mail, 
some of it from people who ought to 
know better. 
The title of the news story by Mary 
•easted is, “Agnew Heads Foundation 
Sympathetic to Palestinians.” We are in­ 
formed in the first paragraph that Mr. 
Agnew has taken over the presidency of 
a foundation called Education for 
Democracy, formed in Indiana in 1971. 
The organization is described as “a non­ 
profit educational foundation that ad­ 
vocates a build-up of American nuclear 
arms, is critical of America’s policy of 
detente with the Soviet Union, and ex­ 
presses sympathy for Palestinian 
refugees in the Middle East.” 
Students of soft landings by polemical 
shock troops really need go no further 
than this description of the foundation’s 
purpose to know that before Miss 
Breasted is through, it and all its spon­ 
sors are destined to infamy. You begin 
by wanting more nuclear arms, which is 
like wanting more of the black plague. 
You are opposed to detente, which is 
made to sound as though you are in favor 
of holocaust. And you express “sym­ 
pathy” for Palestinian refugees in the 
Middle East. 
Well, of course, anybody with any feel­ 
ing whatever should express sympathy 
with the Palestinian refugees. It is a mis­ 
take to assume that every one of the 
million refugees is an Arafat, with a 
knife between his teeth. The overwhelm­ 
ing majority are simple, dispossessed 
refugees, and in the pages of the New 
York Times itself James Reston, James 
Michener — and the editors - have ex­ 
pressed “sympathy” and more for these 
refugees. 
But note now the progress of a smear. 
One of the founders of the foundation in 
1971 was Mr. Baron von Kannon, a stu­ 
dent at Indiana University. Mr. Kannon 
having become the publisher of a 
wonderfully lively highbrow, 
icon- 
busting, neoconservative, brawling staid 


monthly called “The Alternative,” 
whose guiding spirit is R. Emmett 
Tyrrell, and which publishes more in­ 
teresting academ icians saying in­ 
teresting things than any monthly one 
can think of. 
Kannon forgot about the foundations 
years ago, and it was only when Mr. 
Agnew said he wanted to get involved 
with an activist foundation that Kannon 
suggested he might as well pick up 
Education for Democracy as a vehicle, 
since it was moribund. This Agnew 
proceeded to do, thereupon sending out a 


money-raising letter with the bellicose 
anti-Israeli statem ents the whole 
package attack ed by the Anti- 
Defamation League. 
The current issue of “The Alternative” 
(published at 102 West Sixth Street, 
Bloomington, Indiana) has a piece on 
Mencken’s Last Days, by an intimate; 
another on George Jean Nathan. Profes­ 
sor Seymour Lipsett writes about Stu­ 
dent Politics in the Quiet Seventies. Vic­ 
tor Gold, who worked for Agnew and 
denounced his novel as anti-Israeli two 
months ago, writes a parody. Aram 


Bakshian w rites about “ C arter’s 
Arrogance,” Professor Richard Pipes of 
Harvard writes about Solzhenitsyn. And 
the editor writes his distinctive introduc­ 
tory essay on the madness of our times, 
appropriately rendered in madcap prose. 
Perhaps Miss Breasted is suspicious of 
the name. Perhaps if the publisher had 
been christened Fieldmarshal Von Kan­ 
non, she’d have seep fit to forge a link 
even more extensive between students at 
Indiana University in 1971, and the 
activities of Spiro Agnew in 1976.

Just how much boggles 
the mind and we had our mind boggled 
this week when we read an article en­ 
titled “The Bionic Congressman: The 1.1 
million dollar incumbent” printed in the 
Republican Congressional Committee 
Newsletter. 
Congressional 
a llo w a n c e s w ere 
always pretty high, 
but in the last 10 years 
they have reached new 
heights, thanks to the 
work of D em ocrat 
Rep. Wayne Hays who 
was head of the House 
Administration Com­ 
mittee. 
The article gives an 
item-by-item 
breakdown of the an­ 
nual office accounts and salaries of a 
congressman. Here it is: 


Stationery, $6,500; equipment rental, 
$9,000; Newsletters, $5,000; district of­ 
fice, $2,000; computer services, $12,000; 
district office rental, $9,555; travel, 
$6.515 (average); telephone, $41,048; fur­ 
nishings and maintenance for office, 
$6,000; five parking spaces, $2,400; office 
space rental, $10,500; office equipment 
one-time expenditure, $5,500; district of­ 
fice equipm ent, 
furnishings and 
maintenance, three offices allowable, 
$19,500; franking mailing privilege to in­ 
clude four newsletter mailings, postal 
patron to 170,000 homes, $88,400; other 
frank usage, $5,000; envelope allowance, 
$5,000; representative’s salary, $44,625; 
salaries of office employes including in­ 
terns, $239,584, travel allowance for 
staff (average), $1,000. This totals to 
$540.727. 


But there are other goodies, other mis­ 
cellaneous perquisites. Such as 68 sub­ 
scriptions to the Congressional Record 
provided to each member to be given 
away with a yearly subscription price of 
$45; 2,000 wall calendars given annually 
to each representative; eight indexed, 25

plain copies of the Congressional Direc­ 
tory offered free for distribution to each 
member; four subscriptions to the 
Federal Register at $45 per subscription , 
and hundreds of copies of various 
pamphlets provided representatives 
averaging from 80 cents each to $1.05 
each. 
And still there 
more. The use of 
television and radio recording studios at 
reduced rates; free plants and ice sup­ 
plies to offices; reduced rates for folding 
and stuffing newsletters and other bulk 
mailings; some free medical services; 
20,000 free Consumer Product Indexes; 
right to designate to libraries to receive 
all federal publications and flags flown 
over the capitol at reduced cost. 
We just hope we re getting our 
money’s worth.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The basic 
danger of the Soviet arms buildup is not 
the number of their weapons, nuclear or 
conventional. Nor is it the size of their 
warheads, firepower of their navy or the 
rapidly increasing number of Soviet 
tanks. And it’s not the billions the Rus­ 
sians are pouring, rather inefficiently, 
into military expan­ 
sion. 
The major concern 
h e r e 
is 
g r o w i n g 
evidence of increasing 
effectiveness in Soviet 
military research and 
development, 
and 
their capability for 
translating 
technological 
breakthroughs 
into 
working hardware. 
The Soviet applica­ 
tion of new ideas is not 
limited to weapons systems but includes 
also imaginative military strategy and 
tactics, if American observers are 
reading Soviet military data correctly. 
All this seems strange when one 
studies the sloppy inefficiency of Rus­ 
sian’s civilian industrial system and its 
apparent inability to translate theory 
into practice within reasonable periods 
of time. 
The United States has been secure in 
the past, regardless of the size of the 
Russian buildup, in the knowledge of our 
technological advantage, the accuracy 
of our missiles, both conventional and 
nuclear; the efficiency and reliability of 
our e l e c t r o n i c e q u ip m en t ; the 
superiority of our computers which are 
the heart and soul of much of our 
weaponry, and the wide range of our 
research. 
The evidence now in suggests that this 
margin of U.S. s c i e n t i f i c and 
technological advantage is disappearing. 
The evidence is equally clear that this is 
not because of a superiority in Russian 
science or efficiency in military produc­ 
tion technology that surpasses ours. 
The evidence rather is that the inef­ 
ficiency which pervades Soviet industry 
carries over into military technology as 
well. 
The data collected here so far seems to 
indicate that Soviet progress is by sheer 
weight of technical manpower The Rus­ 
sians apparently pour scientists and 


technicians into priority military 
projects in such numbers, and cover 
such a range of op ti ons , that 
b reakthroughs co me 
from 
the 
overwhelming mass of work done in 
laboratories and testing sites. 


This is not to downgrade the Soviet 
Union’s topflight theoretical scientists 
Some are among the more brilliant in 
their fields and can compete with the 
best in the West. The Russian problem 
historically, however, has not been 
theory but in application of theory to 
practical problems. The Soviet Union is 
strong in computer theory, for example, 
but weak in the production of advanced 
computers 


The net result — though the Russians 
are now clearly abreast or in front of us 
in a number of fields, is that we are still 
well ahead ... but perhaps not for long 


One note of cheer: it is far easier for a 
nation technologically behind to catch up 
than it is to take the lead. However tight 
the security, the nation that is behind in­ 
evitably has access to much of the 
modem technology of the leader — 
through scientific publications, commer­ 
cial applications and patent application 
records. The nation that’s behind, having 
this access, can divert its research to 
new possibilities.
